mestic prices. 

The extent to which Japan may 
benefit is shown by foreign trade 
reports that she took 16 per cent 
of American cotton exports during 
the 1923-33 period and 26 per 
cent during the first nine months 
of the current marketing season.

The decision of Eastern Air Lines to pur- 
chase 52-passenger planes for service on its 
major routes again spotlights the problem of 
Candler field. When coupled with the plans for 
still other air services operated from and 
through Atlanta, it presents a major quandary 
for city officials and for the airlines using the 


municipal field. : 3 
The simple truth is Atlanta must, before 


1941, have completed the longer runways re- 


quired for the landing of the larger planes in 
safety. While the larger ships have a remark- 
ably low landing speed—which means compar- 
atively less distance necessary to bring them 
to a stop—Candler field does not provide the 
minimum runways safe operation dictates, It 
is further true that new services to and from 
Atlanta will mean a traffic situation at the 
field which will necessitate severe restrictions 
on private flying operations. 

If the Vinson bill for the development of 


municipal airport facilities along established 


routes is approved by congress, then the field 
will be partially cleared of the burdens now 
extant. The urgency of the need, however, 
will make the bill valueless unless passed at 
this session—which should draw the attention 
of Atlanta civic leaders in urging action on the 
proposal. Otherwise it will be necessary for the 
city and the county—for it is as much a county 
problem as a city problem—to make immediate 
provision for the longer runways. 

Even the Vinson bill will not meet the 
problem of congestion and the looming restric- 
tion of private flying operations. This last can 
only be solved by the provision of a secondary 


airport in the immediate vicinity of Atlanta 


for the private operators and pilots. Without 
this, aviation in Atlanta will face a serious set- 
back at a time when the future of the city as 
a center of aerial progress appears definitely 
assured. | 

The airport problem has been too long neg- 
lected, and concerted action by Atlanta’s lead- 
ers will be necessary if it is to be met suc- 


cessfully. 


Conserving Waste Materials 


In a country as wealthy as the United States, 
comparatively little attention is given by the 
average person to the conservation of waste 
resources. Many movements, however, have 
been started in the past for saving and utilizing 
suc* materials on the farm and in the forest. 
An estimated 400,000,000 tons of various ma- 
terials are destroyed or discarded as worthless 
The cost in dollars 
of this careless disregard for property is ines- 
timable. 

The Educational Conservation Society has 
done much to make the country aware of the 
foolhardiness of this continued destruction of 
materials and resources. The organization has 
adopted a policy of sponsoring educationai leg- 
islation in many states whereby laws have been 
enacted requiring schools to teach the value of 
saving resources which are annually destroyed. 

Millions of dollars are spent to fight floods, 
drouths, forest fires, pollution and vandalism, 
all of which destroy natural as well as human 
resources. The society’s purpose is to avert 


much of the loss by educating the children to 


understand the value of property, to teach them 
the principles of conservation at the start, from 
every angle. 

Last year the Agricultural-Engineering 
Foundation, another non-profit organization, 
started a movement to arouse the people to the 
necessity of saving waste resources of all kinds. 
It proposed to form advisory boards in every 
county in the nation to promote the founda- 
tion’s activities.. Many boards have been set up 
and are doing laudatory work, particularly in 
assisting farmers to put to use every available 
product and facility. 


It goes without saying that any plan to con-. 


serve materials now wasted and divert them to 
useful purposes should be supported. Doubtless 
the surest way to promote both plans.and get 
the most satisfactory results in the future is 
tc impress the desirability of conservation upon 
the children of today.

The Army Seeks Men 


The south, which has in recent years pro- 


vided a reservoir of man-power for the United — 


States army, will watch with interest the prog- 
ress of the recruiting drive now starting. Some 
extremely interesting considerations are in- 
volved, other than those of replacements and 
additions to the soldier personnel. a 

In normal times, the south sends forth a 
majority of the youth which annually leaves 
the farms for the cities. During the last ten 
years this exodus from the land, which is 
necessary if the land is to support all who 
seek a livelihood from it, has been slowed to 
a mere trickle. Youth has been dammed back 


from the cities and forced to remain, without 


much hope, on the farms. 

This has created a serious problem, one to 
which the opportunity of army service offers 
much that is good. For other than the con- 
sideration of national defense, naturally the 
prime factor, the United States army opens 4 
vast field of training for youth which partially 
answers the needs of rural communities. Train- 
ing in mechanical trades, in self-discipline, in 
self-reliance, in the pursuit of knowledge and 
for future civilian life. This will be particularly 
true for those recruits assigned to the air 
corps, where they will be trained in a field that 
today has only touched its potentialities. 

Beyond that, it will be found that malnu~- 
trition in rural communities has taken-a severe 
toll, the young men taken into the army will 
be rescued from a life of increasing hopeless- 
ness arising from this factor. One may be 
sure the army will not lose any opportunity to 
acquaint prospects with the excellence of its 
cuisine, which is, indeed, unusually fine with- 
out undue cost. 


It is fortunate that the recruiting drive 


comes at this time. It will be hoped southern 
youth will find the great opportunities offer- 
ed attractive. 7 


Hammering the Church 


Still the Nazis hammer at the church. The 
latest effort came the other day when Evan- 
gelical parish welfare societies in Wuerttem- 
berg were dissolved in what church authorities 
believe is the first step toward placing such 


organizations under the wing of the Nazi 


welfare agency. The reason given officially for 
the action was that the work of the organiza- 
tion is already being “sufficiently” taken care 
of by the Nazi public welfare organization, the 
National Socialistiche Volkswolhfahrt. | 

At the same time, reliable sources in Ger- 
many report a law has been completed for 
promulgatioy by the ministry of the interior 
aimed at secularization of the Roman Catholic 
Caritas Society and the Evangelical Home 
Mission, both of which do relief and welfare 
work. The law would place both under Nazi 
control. It is also stated by church sources 
that influence is being brought to bear upon 
Hitler against ratifying the law. The more 
radical officials in the ministry were working 
to get Hitler’s approval—while the projected 
law is said to be meeting with opposition from 
other quarters in the ministry. Germany’s 
Roman Catholic bishops are reported to have 
sent a letter protesting ratification of the law. 
Meanwhile, isolated instances of secularization 
are reported; for instance, the banning of table 
prayers in an Evangelical institution near 
Potsdam. Some church quarters predict Cath- 
olic nuns and at least three-fourths of the 
Protestant sisters will refuse to submit to the 
law should it go into effect. | | 

There are 110,000 Confessional sisters in 
hospitals, of whom 60,000 are Catholic and 
50,000 Protestant. There are 24,000 Red Cross 
sisters and 21,000 independent sisters doing 
public welfare work.

Those planning a visit to Yellowstone Park 
this summer might do well to brush up on the 
resort slang, or much of what they hear may 
be unintelligible. Here’s a sample of what a 
tourist may expect: A gear-jammer will jockey 
him to his park destination; a savage will open 
the door; a pack-rat will take care of his bag- 
gage; a pillow-puncher will prepare his room;

Editorial of the Day 


WAR AND PROSPERITY 
(From The Detroit News.) 

More than once in these days of disturbed eco- 
nomic conditions, with the possibility that a gen- 
eral European war may break out, the “wise guy” 
has said: “A big war would put this country back 
on the road to prosperity.” 

Reply to this loose-jointed thinking is th 
statement by Colonel Leonard P. Ayres, noted 
economist and business analyst, concerning the ef- 
fects of the World War on economic conditions: 

“There was a great advance in wholesale prices 
during the war period. In the main, its results 
were advantageous to debtors and disadvanta- 
It imposed hardships on peo- 
ple having fixed incomes and salaries and on 
workers whose wages were increased less rapidly 
than prices advanced. More firms failed in 1914, 
1915 and 1916 than in any previous three years.” 

Colonel Ayres merely states the facts disclosed 
in the prices of bonds, the volume of industrial 
production, prices of stocks, and wholesale prices 
recorded for the years 1912 to 1921, inclusive.

BRITISH “LOSS O , State Department, the sequels 
of the Tientsin incident are being watched by very worried eyes. In 
th& country, the public stripping of a British man and woman by 
Japanese troops may not seem a very serious business, but in the 
Far East it wears a different aspect. The old chestnut about the 
importance of “face” in the Orient is true for all its tiresomeness, 
and, when the clothing of the two British nationals was cast into the 
dust of the Japanese barracks, British prestige fell with it. ~- 

The British are generally thought to be impotent to exact an 
adequate reparation. Although the incident is now ancient history, 
it has produced ‘nothing as yet but rather shrill protests. Nor is it 
ever likely to produce much more, at least in the line of a dramatic 
public apology which would show the Orient that the Japanese had 
been made to know their place. 3 : 

Besides the 10,000 troops guarding Hongkong, the British do not 
have in all China more than 3,000 armed men, Their fighting vessels 
in the Far Eastern station are few and antiquated, notably inferior 
to the Japanese fleet, and partly barred from the scene of action 
by the mines and coastal defenses by which the Japanese have 
blocked the channels between the islands ringing the China sea. The 
best of the British fleet is in the Mediterranean and the North sea, 
immobilized by thé threat of European conflict. 

If the foreign office decides to take the risk of sending a punitive 
expedition eastward, the Japanese: can take a dreadful vengeance 
before the expedition passes Suez. Hongkong’s water supply, for 
example, lying in reservoirs shining like mirrors atop the island’s 
hills, is the best imaginable target for air bombardment. With its 
water supply destroyed, Hongkong would die of thirst in a few days. 


NEXT! Reading so far, you may suppose that the American State 
Department’s concern arises from the Anglo-mania so 


_ often attributed to our diplomats. But this is not the case at all. 


The truth is that the Japanese militarists who have captured the 
Japanese: government have a simple program. It calls for chasing 
white men out of all of Asia along the Pacific, and the establishment 
of a vast Japanese empire, extending from Manchukuo in the north 
to Australia in the south, and from the Philippines to the eastward 
in the Pacific, to Inner Mongolia westward in the heart of Asia. 
The statement may seem incredible, but, in this era of national 
megalomanias, anything is possible. 

The British are simply the first on the Japanese list.. The French, 


of course, have already been forced to take a good deal, but they 


are less important than the British. Accordingly, Japanese diplomacy 
has been carefully calculated to prevent an aroused sentiment in this 
country, while preparing to catch the British when commitments in 
Europe put them at a hopeless disadvantage. The Tientsin incident 
is merely the most dramatic step so far in the anti-British campaign. 
And if the anti-British campaign continues successful, the pretense 
of comparative carefulness of this country’s feelings will then be cast 
off. We come next. . 


AMERICA’S GAMBLE In the small group of men who are really 


informed as to Far Eastern affairs, it is 
even thought that the Philippines may be attacked within the 
next twelve months. The Philippines are, of course, still Ameriean 
territory and will remain so until 1946. But the attack can take 
the easy form of a sort of test assault. An incident can be arranged 
on the islands, for there are plenty of Japanese to be insulted, and 
plenty of Filipinos who would be pleased to insult them, Reparation 
on a grand scale can be peremptorily demanded. Then, if isolationist 
sentiment should hold this country no longer responsible for the 
Philippines, the open attack can be attempted. For all their effort 
to train an army, the unaided Filipinos would be easy meat for the 
Japanese, 
Contemplation of such chances of the future unavoidably suggests 


one pressing question. Isolationism is all very well, but unless the 


people are prepared for a closed economy, which means socialism 
or authoritarianism, this country must live in the world. Possibly 
the Chinese will bleed the Japanese to death. Possibly England and 
France will hold Germany within bounds. But, if we gamble on 
these _ “aguerrrege a and lose, what sort of world shall be find ourselves 
living In, with Japan dominant in the east and Germany in the west?

Tomorrow being the Fourth o 
July, Independence Day, it might 
be pertinent at this time to ask 
if there are any among us, ten 
years of age or older, who have 
not read the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. Or the Constitution of 
the United States. 
Then, having discovered that not 
more than 25 per cent will admit 
they .have never read either of 
these immortal documents, it 
might be well to ask a second 
question of the 75 per cent who 


read them thoughtfully? 

There is so much reading now- 
adays, you know, that is done al- 
most entirely without thought. 
Particularly when the reading is 
something familiar, or presumed 
to be. Or, again, something you are 
supposed to have a duty to read. 
Folks just won’t take the inter- 
est in a prescribed reading they 
do in something they stumble on 
themselves, when searching for 
pastime or entertainment. 

A boy orxgirl in school will, for 
instance, growse and = grumble 
about having to read some grand, 
classical novel, when that novel 
is given to them as a_ lesson. 
They'll pick up another book, no 
more interesting, at least, off the 
bookshelf at home and, reading of 
their own volition, will be en- 
tranced from first page to last, and 
enthuse about it to all their 
friends. 

Even in Germany, Nora Waln 
reports that the Nazi ban on pro- 
scribed books is making German 
youth better acquainted with those 
very books than could otherwise 
have been possible. For copies of 
those books still exist and, dis- 
covering them, the boys and girls 
of Germany read them avidly and 
with thought—just because they 
are proscribed. 

The same is true of the Bible, 
in many instances. The boy or 
girl brought up in a home where 
Bible reading is the daily rule, 
becomes perhaps too familiar with 
the sacred language. It becomes 
routine, something read mechan- 
ically, without any thought or real 
appreciation. Whereas the man or 
woman who guddenly' discovers 
the beauty of fhe language in the

Despite my efforts to proceed 
warily in the. discussion of the 
many lotteries which, to my own 
diminishing surprise, already ex- 
ist in this country, I have evoked 
a note from H. S, Ashcroft, secre- 
tary of Philipsburg, Pa., Lodge No. 
1,173, of the B. P. O. E., who de- 
sires to say that his lodge never 
has run a lottery. If his lodge did 
run one that would be an amiable 
and philanthropic discretion at 
worst in the state of Pennsyl- 
vania, where such drawings 
abound with the sanction of pub- 
lic opinion and the toleration of 
local authorities, but it is due the 
Philipsburg Elks that this confu- 
sion -be corrected.

The adoption of a lottery in II- 
linois, or any other state which 
now takes a regular cut out of 
every dollar wagered through 
pari-mutuels, would call for no 
sacrifice of pfinciple.

For Tokyo Parley 

TOKYO, July 2.—(#)—The 
stage was set tonight for what 
many expect may be one of the 
most momentous conferences in 
the history of the orient, the Brit- 
ish-Japanese discussions growing 
out of the Tientsin controversy. 

The chief delegates of the two 
nations, Major G. A. Herbert, 
British consul in Tientsin, and So- 
tomatsu Kato, newly slated to be 
Japan’s minister-at-large in China, 
arrived in Tokyo and immediate- 
ly were closeted with superiors. 

There were indications, the con- 
ference would be opened Tuesday 
but no official announcement yet 
has been made. 

Some observers. believed the 
forthcoming conference would 
provide the instrument by. which 
Japan would make her first great 
assault on the entire question of 
foreign concessions, settlements, 
vested rights and privileges in 
China. 

Ostensibly the Japanese and 
British will discuss only the 
Tientsin problems but there ap- 
peared to be no doubt of Japan’s 
intention to touch on “broader is-

Japanese Slaps 


British Newsman 

SHANGHAI, July 2.—()—A 
Tientsin-born British newspaper- 
man, John Anderson, was report- 
ed in dispatches today from Tient- 
sin to have been forced to strip 
and to have been slapped with his 
passport by a Japanese gendarme. 

The report followed a general 
tightening of the Japanese block- 
ade of the British and French 
concessions, Japanese military au- 
thorities characterizing it as re- 
taliation. They charged British 
authorities with “deliberately in- 
sulting” the Japanese army by 
disseminating false news of the 
Tientsin situation. 

Anderson said he was en route 
to visit his mother in the former 
German concession when he was 
manhandled at the barrier. He 
quoted the gendarme as saying, 
“You think because you’re British 
you needn’t be afraid.” 

Anderson’s case was the first 
disrobing of a Briton reported 
since the Japanese commander or- 
dered less exacting personal 
searches last week.
